Governor Dan Moody of Texas 
today carried his fight for prison 
reform and a comprehensive state 
highway program before the clos­ 
ing session of the third annual 
East Texas Chamber of Commerce 
convention. 
Without endorsing any of the 
schemes now under consideration 
to accomplish those ends the gov­ 
ernor attacked the present prison 
conditions and the present high­ 
way building 
machinery of 
the 
state aggressively. 
The prison system drew most 
of his fire, since it lies for the most 
part in East Texas. 
He asserted 
that the penitentiary system now 
loses in the neighborhood of $500,- 
000 a year and that it should be 
rebuilt into a self supporting sys­ 
tem designed to reform and not 
to manufacture criminals. 
Should Be Self Supporting 
“Our present system gives the 
convicts on the 
farms 
employ­ 
ment about six months of the year 
during the cotton season.” he said. 
“The rest of the time the state 
is feeding, clothing and housing 
the convict who is idle. 
We must 
give the convict something to do. 
There is no reason why the con­ 
vict should not make the clothing 
many of the things 
1 that he and the state need. 
This 
I scheme is objected to by many who 
-ay that in producing something 
which labor produces he 
would 
compete with labor, but under our 
present system he ia producing cot­ 
ton anti competing with out cotton 
farmers who have enough compe­ 
tition as it is.” 
This statement was enthusiasti­ 
cally applauded by the audience. 
The governor dwelt at length
